D. H. White, editor of The Jewish Herald-Voice, in which Rabbi 
Kahn’s sermon appeared, answered critics of his policy and offered 
the Council to print “such editorjals as it would like to use.” 

Answering Rabbi Berger’s statement that “Before the smoke 
of battle had drifted away, Jews were demanding restitution of 
Jewish property, Rabbi Kahn said: 

“But then, Rabbi Berger only has their best interest at heart. 
After all, he says: ‘If Jews were singled out in the process of re- 
construction for advantages, there is danger that resentment will 
single out for discrimination once the reconstruction is under way.’ 
Do you follow the sweet logic of it all? I can picture Dr. Berger 
addressing the inmates of a concentration camp: ‘Suffer my broth- 
ers,’ he says, as his heart is bleeding. ‘Lick your wounds, my broth- 
ers, wait patiently until the neighbors that yesterday tortured your 
bodies, raped your wives and smashed your children’s heads against 
the rocks—wait until they lift you up. And if they forget you, my 
brothers, lanquish in the concentration camps with patience—die 
there if need be. For if you ask for any.of your property and if 
you ask that the wrongs done you be righted, you will only incur 
anti-Semitism. And, by the way, my brothers ,you know you are 
involving me, too... if you make a stir and cause anti-Semitism, 
that will hurt me. I want people to forget that I am a Jew. I want 
people to think that I am just like them except that I worship God 
in a different, a very slightly different way. So don’t cry out, my 
too!’”

FN MY column last week I told of the house on the training farm » 

at Heightstown which burned down. I learn now that even be. 
fcre I had written the column a meeting of the Keren Hayesod 
voted unanimously to allocate $15,000 for rebuilding the house. The 
allocation is to be approved by the Jewish Agency office in Jeru- 
salem. 

Well, it is good to know that the Z.0.A. members of the Keren 
Hayesod Committee voted unanimously for the resolution. It is 
good to knoW that the resolution was proposed by Louis Schwefel, 
the chairman of the ZOA Committee on Halutziuth. I am not sur. 
prised at Schwefel’s stand, because I always knew where he stood. 
But I must confess I am pleasantly surprised at the attitude of 
other General Zionists. 

The boys and girls of he training farm belong to one of the ' 
Labor Zionist groups, the Hashomer Hatzair. It was right that no 
questions should be asked how they voted for the Zionist Congress 
or how they stood on this or that controversial question before be. 
ing voted the necessary aid. I hope I have overestimated the anti- 
labor and intolerant tendencies I have geen developing in some 
ZOA circles. I hope I am wrong. But, despite the laudable step 
taken in connection with the training farm, I am afraid I shall have 
to return to the subject yet. In the meantime, if I have offended 
anybody, I offér my apologies.

IN MY COLUMN two weeks ago, I wrote about the tendencies - 
among Socialists to hitch the Socialist wagon to some Empire, 
which nominally has Socialists at its head. Old-time Socialists 
hitched their wagon to Germany, and then they did it again during | 
the days of the Weimar Republic. Communists hitch their wagon: 
to the Russian Empire; Rightist Social-Democrats hitch theirs to 
the British Empire. Among the latter type I mentioned especially. . 
The New Leader, David Dubinsky and some writers in the Forward. 

As far as David Dubinsky is concerned, I have no strong. evi- 
dence about it, only a strong suspicion. As far as some writers 
in the Forward, I must make it clear, that most. writers in the 
Forward feel strongly embittered against Bevin’s policy in Palestine 

-which they often express in their paper—and not at all happy 
about Bevin’s policies in other parts of the world. The general dis- 
appointment with Bevin’s foreign policies—except his opposition to 
Soviet expansionism, with which it is hard to disagree—is not as 
eloquently expresged in the pages of the Forward as their bitter- 
ness against Bevin’s policy in Palestine. Some of the strongest edi- — 
torials and articles condemning Bevin and his Palestine policy; 
stronger than those appearing in the official Zionist press, have © 
been printed in the Forward. 

The Forward is the largest Jewish newspaper in the world’ 
and was at one time anti-Zionist and. anti-Jewish God. It is still ’ 
not Officially Zionist, but its attitude towards Zionism, Jewish tradi-: 
tion and Jewish culture has undergone a tremendous change. It ; 
happened gradually, during a whole generation, and the change 
has’ been a sincere one, with due soul searching and stock-taking. 
Some of the old timers, however, have remained: with their old.: 
ideas. But even these exceptions may be divided into two categories: 
the simple-minded, who have been unable to assimilate new ideas, 
and the clever but malicious. 

However, when it comes to hating Zionism, even the semi-ot. 
ficial Zionist Day has a few on its staff. I feel pretty sore at Zivion 
for defending Bevin and gloating over the Zionist debacle, but I 
would rather read his clever stuff in the Forward (I haven’t now for 
a few weeks) than the unctious double-talking lengthy inanities writ- 
ten in a highly literate Yiddish style by:S..Niger in. The Day. I am . 
sure I could have much to:say against Niger had I the patience to 
read him.

SOME MONTHS—or was it years—ago, I complained that the 
World Jewish Congress and the American Jewish Congress send. 
me a lot of eanned stuff over the mail but don’t invite me to any 
of their press conferences where I could ask questions. Since then 
Leon Kubowitzky took my name and address but nothing happened 
except that I am flooded with even more canned publicity over the 
mail.

BUENOS AIRES Public gatherings of Argentine Zionists have 
peen outlawed by order of the Argentine Government, it was an- 


nounced here this week. 


The ban was instituted to prevent the alleged endangering of 
relations between Argentina and Great Britain. The direct cause 


of the order was an attack made — 


on Foreign Secretary Bevin’s Pal. 
estine policy at a Zionist mass 
meeting on March 2. The meet- 
ing was sponsored jointly by the 
DAIA, central representative body 
of Argentine Jewry, and the Zion- 
ist Central Council. 

Indication as to what course 
the government would adopt was 
given when, prior to the meeting, 
government officials notified Jew- 
ish leaders that anti-British 
speeches were prohibited and 
that all speeches were to be made 
in Spanish. 

Wait In Vain Hours For Peron 

In the meantime it was re- 
ported that Argintine police have 
panned the holding of unauthor- 
ized press conferences. This re- 
striction, a war-time security 
measure, prevented Dr. Moises 
Kostrynski, an Argintine Poale 
Zionist who recently returned 
from a visit to Palestine, from 
keeping his scheduled press con- 
ference this week. 

A baffling incident \ occurred 
here this week when a good-will 
Jewish delegation, calling on 
President Peron to thank him for 
_granting entry to 41 Jewish refu- 
“gees who were barred from Jand- 
ing in Brazil because their visas 
had expired in transit, was kept 
waiting for two hours without 
finally being permitted to see the 
President. There is much specu- 
lation, in Jewish circles here, 
whether this display of official 
coolness is not a result of the ac- 
tivities of the newly formed Or- 
ganization Israelita Argentina, 

The OIA, a Jewish party organ- 
ized last month in support of the 
Peron regime, had called upon 
all Argentine Jews to join it, 
claiming that it “watches the in- 
terest of the Jewish community 
and cooperates with the govern- 
ment in its plans for economic 
and social reconstruction.”

Red Cross Discriminates 
In Rumania Is Charge

BUCHAREST—Rumanian Red 


Cross officials are discriminating 
against Jews in the distribution 
of American relief supplies in the 
famine-stricken Moldavian areas, 
the Bucharest daily Era Noua 
(New Era) charged this week. 

Quoting eye-witness accounts, 
the paper states that the Ru- 
manian Red Cross teams now 
touring Moldavia act immedi- 
ately on applications for relief 
submitted by non-Jews, while 
Jews are obliged to submit to a 
lengthy and detailed interroga- 
tion before receiving aid. 

The paper says that the same 
Red Cross officials who failed to 
intervene when thousands of 
Jews died from hunger and cold 
in deportation camps to which 
they had been sent by the Anton- 
escu regime are continuing their 
anti-Semitic activities. It de- 
mands an immediate investiga- 
tion by Fred C. Sigerrist, U.S. 
Red Cross delegate here. 





2 Passover Ships 
Locked in Ice

WARSAW—Two ships carry- 


ing Passover supplies from the 
United States to Poland have been 
ice-locked in the ports of Copen- 
hagen and Stockholm, according 
to reports received here. 

The J.D.C. office here, to whom 
the matzohs and other food were 
consigned by its headquarters in 
New York, is negotiating with 
Danish and Swedish firms to un- 
load the shipments and send 
them to Warsaw by rail. About 
300,000 pounds are in Stockholm 
and half as much in Copenhagen.

She 
will then wait for her quota num- 
ber, which in the case of Poland, 
is oversubscribed for. several 
years. Our present immigration 
laws permit entry of only 6,524 
persons annually from that coun- 
try, but there is a possibility that 
persons born in Poland may be 
allowed, as is prohibited at pres- 
ent, to secure visas not being 
used from other countries or 
other liberalizations on the same 
order.

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No Rabbis In Labor Movement; Sees Real Harm Done

is surely no secret that the Catholic Church is 

vigorously represented on every major social, 

cultural, and political front. And the Federal Coun- 
cil of the Churches of Christ, speaking for twenty- 
five Protestant denominations with a national con- 
stituency of twenty-seven million members, is 
equally active everywhere in the dissemination of its 
respective Lutheran ideologies. 

From Franklin D. Roosevelt’s first national ad- 
ministration—when the passage of the National La- 
bor Relations Act added millions of American work- 
ers to trade union rosters, leaders of both these in- 
fluential Christian divisions seemed aware at the 
very outset that trade unionism was here to stay and 
that, moreover, it was rapidly assuming socio-cul- 
tural proportions commensurate in every respect 
with those of the Church. Catholic and Protestant 
spokesmen, therefore, proceeded indefatigably to 
inject themselves into the union lives, so to speak, 
of their co-religionists by playing a vital role in 
union halls the country over. 

Acquainting Protestant and Catholic wage-earners 
with the pronouncements of official Christianity on 
economics and, above all, on capitalism and its un- 
challengeable “boons,” conducting adult classes after 
working-hours in vestries and union auditoria, they 
sought to out-Marx the Jewish Karl and prove by 
theological chapter and verse that their Faith was 
by no means incompatible with the “basic” prin- 
ciples of trade unionism—though it stood unalter- 
ably opposed to “materialism.” 

THOUGH I have been editing several labor news- 
papers for eleven years, I have as yet never come 
upon any news-item, release, or substantial rumor 
which might even remotely indicate a similar en- 
thusiasm on the part of Judaism for American trade 
unions! 

Of late, not unlike many Jewish Americans, I 
have been avidly following the course of Jewish 
events—political Zionism in general and synagogue 
Judaism in particular—and I must say that besides, 
perhaps, the recent activity of certain neophyte youth 
groups (e.g., Agudath Israel and the Mizrachi) I 
have discerned no special interest in American labor 
and its religious potentialities on the part of rab- 
binical leadership. 

The Jewish Labor Committee, for example, which 
represents over 500,000 trade union members of our 
Faith and the United Hebrew Trades, I am told, has 
had no religious affiliation whatever. On no occasion, 
to my knowledge, has an ordained Rabbi ever ap- 
peared at any of their official functions, not even so 
much as to convoke an assembly or to deliver an 
address in behalf of such trade unionists as _pri- 
vately observe Judaism. 

In contrast to this flagrant absence of religion 
from so-called Jewish labor occasions, President 
Philip Murray of the C.I.0. is known to travel fre- 
quently in the company of a priest, and affairs of- 
ficially held under A.F. of L. auspices from time to 
time are not minus some Christian ecclesiastic—a 


familiar figure at most union gatherings particularly 


where Irish, Italian and Polish workers predomi- 
Te. 2 2 

IN SHORT, whatever religious gratification or en- 
couragement Orthodox Jewish workers, for example, 
may get from time to time—is strictly derived from 
those nondescript “synagogues’ which have mush- 
roomed all over New York City, a lucrative business 
enterprise based on that perennial staple, the “Kad- 
dish.” 

Moreover, I have seen no workers’ literature lit- 
tering union benches with might even secondarily 
present the rabbinical viewpoint to religious mem- 
bers. On my desk daily arrive dozens of publications 
of Jewish cultural interest from every part of the 
country, but rarely do they seem to contain any- 
thing which might interest Jewish trade unionists 
from the standpoint of their economic life which, 
after all, is a major problem of the average Jewish 
breadwinner. 

In other words, the official spokesman for Juda- 
ism, for one reason and another, have smugly, de- 
liberately and often unwittingly, it would appear, 
ignored or overlooked the educational possibilities 
of the union hall, meeting, social affair, etc., eft. 

Don’t the rabbis have any interest in the miserable 
drudgery of worker Jews—or are they tied to the 
apron-strings of anti-labor synagogue presidents to 
the extent of utter indifference to the economic lot 
of trade unionists? 

Have rabbinical leaders no opinions on economics, 
Socialism, O.P.A., rent “ceilings” and other problems 
which baffle the innocent minds of workers? Or, 
have they one answer for poverty—that it is a di- 
vine dispensation from Mount Sinai? 

LEST I seem too hard on the rabbis, I will cite 
the plaint of a Christian divine. A quotation from 
“Economic Justice,” the bulletin of the National Re- 
ligion and Labor Foundation, which I receive regu- 
larly {§$02m editors Peabody and Martin, bespeaks a 
similar ecclesiastical indifference to trade unionism 
in certain Christian quarters. 

In its January 1947 issue, the Rev. Cleveland J. 
Bradner, Jr. bemoans the fact that his seminary 
training failed to bring him face to face with the 
people who were to make up the constituency of his 
church and its community. Two recent experiences 
of his, relates the Virginia divine, have served to 
emphasize the fact of this failure. One was his three 
years’ service in the Army Chaplaincy. “As Chap- 
lain,” he says, “I feel we bungled one of the greatest 
opportunities any religion has ever had, primarily 
because of ignorance. The ignorance of effective 
techniques for placing the teachings of our religions 


priest, and rabbi. The other is the deadening feeling 
of frustration and inactivity on the part of the min- 
ister, priest or rabbi as he faces the great upsurging 
of the common man in the labor movement. . . .” 
There must be some way out of this dilemma 
which Jewish seminarists likewise find themselves 
in. Might it not be a good idea, as a beginning, for 
rabbinical schools to add another item to their re- 


in Labor problems and “cognate” subjects? Taj. 
mudic dicta alone on this pertinent subject coulg 
fill a fo§--year undergraduate course! 

WORKER-READEERS have occasionally asked me, 
as a result of Jewish callousness on that score, 
whether it is true that Judaism is incompatible with 
trade unionism—or that Sabbath observing em. 
ployees are just as rabidly anti-union as irreligioug 
“bosses,” ete, 

Now I am a labor editor—not a preacher; and it 
is not my business to defend the Faith. But, 
privately, of course, I have tried to disabuse them 
of such mistaken notions—pointing out the Biblicaj 
stand against slavery, the pro-labor implications of 
the Sabbath (on which even your ox must be a} 
lowed to rest)—-the Talmudic admonitions concern. 
ing the hireling, how the Prophets repeatedly de 
nounced the exploiters of the poor, how the authors 
of the Talmud were chiefly artisans, how the ancient 
Rabbis honored labor over mere intellectual snob 
bishness, etc., etc. My questioners usually quote 
Marx’s denunciations of the Jewish “bourgeoisie” 
to me and I, too busy to run a one-man symposium 
on Judaism’s compatibility with liberal economics, 
can direct them to no official organization whose 
job it might be to take care of such matters. .. , 

WERE IT NOT for the fact that I am an Orthodox 
Jew by conviction and background—in fact, an ideo. 
logical Hassid—I would not raise the question. After 
all, the trade union mov#@ment seems to be doing al] 
right without rabbinical aid! 

If rabbinical leaders truly wish to promote the 
cause of Judaism (rather than “make Sabbath each 
for himself,” as the Yiddish saying goes) they must 
take an ideological stand in favor of workers’ rights 
and must, too, by that token, make themselves 
known in trade union circles in as modern and en- 
lightened a manner as this crucial period demands, 

I see no reason, for example, why we cannot have 
a “Jewish Worker” in circulation as well, as a “Cath. 
olic Worker’—a daily, perhaps weekly, newspaper 
devoted to the social, cultural and economic inter. 
ests of religious Jews. .. . I cannot understand why 
Jewish clerics, for example, cannot regularly make 
the rounds of union halls and acquaint themselves 
with the daily problems of religious workers. (So 
far, the only “rabbis” I have seen in the business 
districts of New York are those bearded “schnorrers” 
who represent dubious causes.) I cannot see, for 
example, why the various alumni—English speak- 
ing, of course—of the Yeshivah College, the Jewish 
Theological Seminary and other reputable theologi- 
cal institutions of higher Jewish learning should not 
identify themselves with wage-earners whose sordid 
portion in “this world” it is to constantly fight for 
their rights on an economic plane... .

“MASECHOTH ZICHRONOS.,” 
(Book of Memoirs) by Rav 
Tzair (Prof. Chaim Tcherno- 
witz). 

HIS Is a fascinating collec- 
tion of memoirs by the well 
known “Ray Tzair’ ie. Dr. 

Chaim Tchernowitz, which has 

won for the author the coveted 

prize of the LaMed Founda- 
tion as the best Hebrew work for 
the year 1945. Long and intimate 
contact with a galaxy of promi- 
nent Jews, many of whom have 
left a permanent impression up- 
on Jewish life and thought, forms 
the background of the volume. 

What makes the reading a pure 

delight is, in addition to unusual 

subject matter, the exceptional 

Hebrew style, reminding one of 

the Bible, so pure and utterly 

free: from Anglicized Hebrew 
terms. Those who aspire to write 
in Hebrew. would do well to 
study and emulate the style of 

“Rav Tzair.” 

The first part of “Masechoth 
Zichronos” deals with a dozen 
distinguished Jews designated 
as “Sages of 
Odessa.” Under 
the Czar, Odessa 
was one of 
ithe foremost 
‘ cities of Jewish 
culture. It count- 
ed among its 
citizens such 
brilliant Jewish 
thinkers as Men- 
idele Mocher, Sefarim, Ahad 
'Haam, Bialik, Dubnow, Jabotin- 
isky and Lillienblum, etc. As rab- 
bi in the community, the author 
jgained the confidence and respect 
jof these intellectuals, with whom 
lhe formed lasting and fruitful 
friendship, including the non-re- 
iligious among them. 


THE MOST EMENENCE figure 
lamong the Odessa sages was be- 
jyvond doubt Ahad Haam, who 
ruled over his disciples after the 
jpattern of a Hassidic rabbi. His 
worshipful followers came from 
all walks of Jewish life, and in- 
cluded many distinguished indi- 
viduals. Prominent amongst the 
latter was none other than the 
now renowned Chaim Weizmann. 
tav Tzair testifies that the lead- 
er of political Zionism has re- 
mained all his life what he was 
in his youth, a devoted apostle of 
the Ahad Haamic doctrine of a 
Spiritual center in Palestine as 
opposed to the political gospel of 
Herzl. 

Ahad Haam’s evolution from a 
Hassidic lad into an English gen- 
tleman and his break with tra- 
ditional orthodoxy are vividly 
portrayed. His philosophy may 
be broadly termed as_ secular 
prophetic Judaism, with the Jew- 
ish people for whom he had ar- 
dent love, as the carrier of the 
prophetic mantle 

Appearing on the intellectual 
horizon of Jewry at the age of 
thirty-five, he occupied its cen- 





ter for ten years, and then re- 
lapsed into comparative obscur- 
ity. In the brief span of one dec- 
ade, however, he achieved im- 
mortality. 

Another famed Odessa resident 
was Chayim Nachman Bialik, the 
greatest Hebrew poet since Jehu- 
dah HaLevi. As a teacher in the 
Yeshiva, which he _ supervised 
the author learned to know Bia- 
lik intimately, and to appreciate 
not only the rare poetic talent of 
the youth, but his character and 
rich scholarship acquired in the 
Yeshiva which he immortalized 
ir. the deathless “Hamathmid.” 
Bialik’s early life in Odessa prior 
tc his appointment as_ teacher 
was cruel and bitter, despite the 
fact that his poetry was already 
widely known, admired and quot- 
ed. Those dark days left upon 
the poet a haunting fear of pov- 
erty, a dread which pursued him 
throughout life, and which drove 
him to all sorts of business ven- 
tures, more or less_ successful, 
but all seriously interfering with 
his literary life and creativity. 

The most intriguing personal- 
ity of the Odessa sages was by 
all odds, Jabotinsky, growing 
daily since his death, in stature 
and in prophetic insight. The 
statesmanship of this man, whose 
prognosis of Jewish events in 
Palestine is being tragically ful- 
filled, opponents are just begin- 
ning to appreciate these days. In 
one significant aspect Jabotinsky 
differed from his fellow Odessa 
worthies—he was never a galut 
Jew. He never lived in the ghet- 
to; never attended a Yeshiva; 
and never acquired that submis- 
sive spirit of surrender and hu- 
mility, the mark of the Galut, 
which almost all Jews carry. 
Jabotinsky was a true genius, a 
gifted author and speaker in 
many languages, including He- 
brew of course, and a fearless 
leader of men. He failed, not be- 
cause of any personal shortcom- 
ings, the author emphasizes, but 
only because the generation of 
Jews which he tried to lead was 
not ready for him. 


ARE RABBIS INCAPABLE 
of appreciating the beauty can- 
tors bring to a religious service? 
The brief but soul-stirring tri- 
bute to, and lament for, Pinchas 
Minkowski, the cantor of the 
Odessa synagogue, proves the 
contrary. ‘He who has not heard 
Minkowski chant has never 
heard true Jewish song.” What 
praise! An excellent musician, 
Minkowski never forgot his task, 
to lead the congregation in pray- 
er, to intrepret the liturgy of Is- 
rael, not to entertain or to per- 
form after the fassion of opera 
stars. In his advanced years, this 
great musician was induced to 
come to New York City where 
his talents remained unrecog- 
nized. Instead of a permanent po- 
sition, he was obliged, in order to 
eke out a miserable livelihood, to 
become an itinerant cantor! what

tastes of American Jews and of 
our synagogical leaders, 

The most brilliant of Haska- 
lah leaders, thinker and uncom- 
promising protagonist of Jewish 
nationalism, was Moses Lillien- 
blum. Few have perceived the 
character of the Galut more ac- 
curately and anticipated its trag- 
edy more prophetically than this 
mighty intellect. The Jews, ac- 
cording to _ Lillienblum, are 
strangers throughout Europe, 
and the future will be “fearful, 
fear ful indeed—there is no trace 
of hope, no ray of light—slaves, 
sojourners and aliens through- 
out history, a’ derision and a dis- 
grace,” What terrible words, but 
how prophetic! 

THE SECOND PART of the 
Memoirs is entitled ‘Personali- 
ties and Scribes,” and provides 
provocative studies of such Jew- 
ish notables as Sokolow, Berdi- 
chevski, Horodetsky, Dr. David 
Hoffman, and names more famil- 
iar to American Jews, such as 
Dr. Stephen S. Wise, Kaufmann 
Kohler, and Albert Einstein. 

Dr. Wise is justly crowned as 
the “Parnes” of our generation, 
the “Patron”’—a title which he 
richly deserves by virtue of forty 
years of selfless and distinguish- 
ed service to Zion, Israel and Ju- 
daism. Dr, Wise represents the 
“Catholic” Jew at his best, with 
nothing Jewish—literally nothing 
—alien to him. Had Reformed Ju- 
daism followed in his foot-steps 
—had it taken a positive attitude 
towards Palestine, and had it 
manifested more concern for the 
Jewish people and less for theo- 
logical abstractions which even 
its own followers do not take se- 
riously, it would have achieved 
a much larger following than 
it enjoys at present. 

So pervasive has anti-Semitism 
become, that even Jews are no 
longer immune to its deadly poi- 
son—not excluding the scholarly 
author of “Masechoth Zichronos.” 
In his brilliant study of Bialik, 
the claim is made that the poet 
preferted business to a literary 
career, on the ground that “this 
inclination towards business is a 
Jewish inclination.” Even Mid- 
rash is quoted to support this 
common anti-Semitic canard. I€ 
capitalism is legitimate, why 
apologize for the Jew who en- 
gages in business in order to reap 
all the financial rewards his skill 
can win? The genuine cause for 
Bialik’s business enterprises later 
given, was need for a livelihood. 
Hebrew poetry, like English poe- 
try, is not remunerative. 

SOMEWHERE in this fasci- 
nating volume the author casti- 
gates those Jewish leaders who, 
angered by the ills of Jewish 
life, turn anti-Semitic” and let 
loose a barrage of violent criti- 
cism not against the poverty, the 
oppression and economic injust- 
ice from which the Jews suffer 
everywhere, but instead against 
the victims—against the Jews! 
How strong the Galut, and how 
irresistible its power, that so ar- 
dent a Jew and so distinguished 
a scholar as Rav Tzair succumbs 


unconsciously to this well nigh... 


universal Jewish failing, and 
charges his own people with 
“sins” which in Christians _ be- 
come noble virtues of—thrift, in- 
dustry, ambition, etc. 

This is a criticism, of course, 
of a slip, and not of the book it- 
self, which is a scholarly volume 
combining valuable historical in- 
formation with challenging inter- 
pretations of doctrine presented 
as befits a Sage from Odessa— 
and in a Hebrew style which it is 
a joy to read!

E MAKE every effort to find just the recipe requested, 

whether it be some favorite dish known in Russia, Poland, 
Austria, Rumania or Palestine. Or, even if it be one of those tradi- 
tional dishes that are known to Jewish cooks everywhere with slight 
modifications depending on locale. Take dumplings, for instance. 
There are dumplings of many kinds, from plain fluffy bits of dough 
cooked with beef stew, to the stuffed with fruits or meats of 
various kinds. Sometimes dumplings means with. Kreplach, meat 
or cheese. Sometimes it is a recipe for Knishes that is meant. And 
at this, Knishes may be any one of several kinds. So, please, dear 
readers, make your requests specific. Or, at least throw a clue or 
two and let me do the rest. 

Mrs. Barney Sandock of South Bend, Ind., sends a special re- 
quest for “a recipe for dumplings and knishes.” I shall offer just 
a few suggestions in the hope they answer her requirements. I 
presume that this lady wants a dumpling that will serve as a gar- 
nish for clear soups or meat stew. Here are some favorites: 

Meat Filled Kreplach 
Dough for Kreplach: 
1 egg 
1 tablespoon cold water 


A pinch of salt 
Sifted flour (approximately 144 
cups) 

Sift together flour and salt. Beat egg slightly and dilute with 
cold water. Stir into flour to make a very stiff ball of dough. Roll 
out on a floured board to one-eighth of an inch thickness. Cut 
dough into 1% inch squares for bite size Kreplach. Larger if you 
prefer the bigger ones. In the center of each square place a spoon- 
ful of the meat mixture as per the following directions. Pinch to- 
gether into tricorns and then fasten the two points securely to make 
them into little puffs. Drop them into rapidly boiling salted water 
and cook 10 minutes. Drain, brown in a little hot melted shorten- 
ing, preferably chicken fat, and serve with hot clear soup or gravy 
of any meat dish or stew. 

Meat Filling for Kreplach 
1 cup finely chopped cooked 1 tablespoon shortening 
meat (soup meat or 1 egg 

chicken) Salt and pepper to taste 

1 small onion, diced and 
browned in : 
Cheese. Filling for Cheese Kreplach 
1 cup cottage cheese 1 egg 
% cup cracker or dry bread Salt and pepper to taste 
crumbs 

Cut the squares of dough for Cheese Kreplach 3 inches in di- 
ameter, or make 3 inch rounds. Place a spoonful of the filling in 
the centers, fold over and pinch together securely. Drop one by 
cne into rapidly boiling salted water and cook 10 minutes. Drain 
in a collender, add a generous amount of butter and turn into a 
shallow baking pan. Bake 15 minutes or till lightly browned. Serve 
with sour cream, minced parsley or plain. 

Liver Filling for Kreplach 
1 cup chopped broiled beef or 1 egg 
calves’ liver Salt and pepper to taste 
1 onion diced and browned in Minced parsley, optional 
2 tablespoons hot melted chicken fat 

Combine and use as for meat or cheese filled Kreplach. Drain 
after cooking in boiling salted water and brown in the oven before 
serving. 





Plain Dumplings for Meat Stew 
1% cups sifted flour 1 egg, well beaten 
% teaspoon salt 3 tablespoons shortening 
2 teaspoons baking powder % cup ice water 
Sift together the dry ingredients. Cut in shortening and stir 
in beaten egg diluted with water to make a thick batter. Drop 
from a tablespoon into the meat stew 15 minutes before serving 
time. Cover the pot tightly and let cook over moderate heat. These 
dumplings rise till at least double in bulk, so be sure to allow plenty 
of space in the pot. 





Liver Dumplings 
1 cup finely chopped broiled % cup dry bread crumbs, ap- 
liver proximately 
2 eggs Salt and pepper to taste 
Combine and roll into small balls the size of marbles. Brown 
in a little chicken fat or salad oil. Add to clear soup just before 
serving. 
Mashed Potato Dumplings 
2 cups cooked mashed po- 1 tablespoon chopped cracklings 
tatoes or chicken fat 
2 eggs Salt to taste 1 scant cup flour 
Combine to make a mixture stiff enough to form into small 
balls or drop heavily from the tip of a tablespoon. Drop into rap- 
idly boiling salted water and cook 10 minutes. Skim out or drain 
and serve with soup or roast. Or, sprinkle generously with hot 
melted chicken fat and slip under the broiler flame to brown. 


EASTER OBSERVANCES IN SCHOOLS 
PRESENT RECURRING PROBLEMS 


Dear Mrs. Paller: 

Last year, you wrote about the 
assembly program your child’s 
school presented at Easter. As I 
recall, it was arranged to be ac- 
ceptable to both Jewish and gen- 
tile children. Would you tell me 
of what the program consisted 
and how the principal was pre- 
vailed upon to arrange it.

The matter first came up at a 
PTA study group meeting where 
the subject under discussion was 
“Tolerance.” Some Jewish moth- 
ers expressed the thought that 
knowledge and understanding of 
each other’s beliefs and customs 
would do much to promote good 
feeling among the school chil- 
dren. There are two occasions 
during the year when religious 
cleavage . becomes particularly 
pronounced—Christmas and Eas- 
ter. Unfortunately, in our city, 
the programs are strongly relig- 
ious in character. Since they are 
definitely Christian, the Jewish 
children have to choose between 
Singing songs and acting in plays 
that are not only Christian but 
often anti-Jewish or refusing to 
take part and feeling themselves 
outsiders in their own _ public 





school. Our real problem is to re- Then a boy recited a prayer which a 


move sectarian religious obser- 
vance altogther from the public 
schools. But to alleviate the im- 
mediate situation, it was suggest- 
ed that if a religious Easter pro- 
gram had to be presented, the 
psalms be of a kind that any child 
could say, and if Easter readings 
were given, it should be explained 
that some children were celebrat- 
ing Passover and an explanation 
of the Jewish holiday chould be 
given also so that all the chil- 
dren would have a feeling of par- 
ticipation. 

The president of the PTA liked 
the idea and took it up with the 
principal, who arranged the pro- 
gram we told about last year. 


THE PRINCIPAL GREETED 
the children and said that we 
were all celebrating a holiday, 
some Passover and others Easter, 
and used that as an introduction 
to a talk on working together for 
the common good. A Jewish child 
read a portion about Passover 
from the Bible and a gentile child 
followed with a passage about the 
Last Supper. 


The children recited the 23rd 
psalm, “The Lord is My Shepard”.

child’s belief and wonder at the 
greatness of the Creator, with no 
sectarian leanings. There were 
more songs and psalms in which 
all the children could participate, 
and the children filed back to their 
rooms.

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The Editor's Chair, 

Harold U. Ribalow’s indictment 
of Hollywood in the Congress 
Bulletin (American Jewish Con- 
gress for its failure to produce 
Significant movies in general and 
movies concerned with the Jew- 
ish tragedy in particular, is an 
old theme by now, albeit as true 
today as when it was first ex- 
pounded. 

Ribalow quotes as_ follows 
from Ben Hecht’s “Guide to the 
Bedevilled,” to show that Mr. 
Hecht was portraying the type 
of Jew he has now become: 

“Another case in point is the 

volatile Ben Hecht. Hecht, who 
is busy these days with a pe- 
euliar form of political Zion- 
ism, writes many film scripts 
simultaneously for Hollywood. 
Last summer he had five of his 
jobs showing on Broadway at 
the same time. None was 
about Jews, although Hecht, 
in his bombastic “A Guide for 
the Bedevilled” bitterly con- 
demned Hollywoods Jews. He 
wrote that ‘These Jewish he- 
roes of Ho'lywood put a hun- 
dred thousand churches in 
their movies—and nary a syn 
agogue. They ride to the res- 
eue of every wounded folk in 
their films, and glorify the 
valor of all afflicted peoples— 
except the Jews. For they have 
2 mission. It is to convince 
the world that their American- 
ism is untainted by any special 
consideration for Jews.”” 
“In recent years there have 
been made a few memorable and 
financially successful pictures 
about religions and _ religious 
leaders. ‘One Foot in Heaven,’ 
with Fredric March; ‘Going 
My Way,’ with Bing Crosby; “The 
Bells of St. Mary,’ with Bing 
Crosby and Ingrid Bergman; 
*The Song of Bernadette,’ with 
Jennifer Jones are the sort of 
movies which made Protestants 
and Catholics proud of their 
faiths and of the men and wom- 
en who represented those faiths. 
Some of these pictures were 
written and produced by Jews, 
who, apparently, were unable to 
offer the same kind of film about 
the Jewish religion. 

“But the sin is more than one 
of omission. It reveals that the 
Jew in Hollywood symbolizes the 
height in assimilation. He is 
more goyish than the goy. His 
assimilation is brutally apparent. 
In his pictures like ‘The Song of 
Bernadette,’ and, now ‘The Mir- 
-acle of the Bells,’ one senses a 
ing away from one’s self, a 

feverish attempt to escape one’s 
own people.” 

I quote from Mr. Ribalow so 
much because what he writes 
bears out some experiences of 
my own in attempting to secure 
adequate Hollywood coverage for 
The Post. Off and on readers of 
this paper have seen new Holly- 
wood columns appear, but sooner 
or later they are dropped be- 
czuse it is impossible to get hon- 
est reporting of Jews from the 
movie capital. 

My instructions to all these 
columnists were to report the 
Jewish scene honestly. How Jew- 
ish are the Jewish stars and 
movie magnates? Invariably I 
told our correspondents to find 
out. But they were aghast. Even 
at present no Jewish writer has 
been able to find out whether In- 
grid Bergman is or isn’t Jewish. 
In this connection, it should be 
said that it doesn’t concern me 
either way from an artistic stand- 
point whether Miss Bergman is 
or isn’t Jewish. If she is, then 
e, and if she isn’t, she’s «er- 
nly a great actress. But if she 
is Jewish and is trying to hide

it, that is something else again, 

and that I’d like to know. 

Anyway the score at present 
on Miss Bergman is that Leon 
Gutterman, the syconphantic J. T. 
A. Hollywood columnist, contin- 
ues to believe that she is, while 
the last Jewish Post columnist 
from Hollywood reported that 
she isn’t. But the fact that such a 
simple question cannot be an- 
swered points up the real situ- 
ation in Hollywood. 

There are several large con- 
gregations in Los Angeles to 
which the Jewish stars and pro- 
ducers, etc, belong. But they 
never attend services, the great 
majority, not even on the High 
Holidays, at least as far as I have 
been able to find out. 

Last summer in Chicago at the 
annual convention of the Central 
Conference of American rabbis, 
there was shown a gorgeous 
short of the actual bar mitzvah 
of Edward G. Robinson’s son. It 
explained that the short was a 
bar mitzvah present from Harry 
Warner to the talented young 
boy. Now here was something 
fine. Here was a son of a great 
actor being bar mitzvah, and the 
present of his father’s friend was 
something genuinely Jewish. But 
when I asked if Mr. Robinson at- 
tended services, whether he was 
an active member of the congre- 
gation, immediately there was 
dropped an iron curtain, and all 
I got was a non-committal an- 
swer. The same is true of the 
other congregations. Hollywood’s 
Jews show their Jewishness by 
their gifts to the United Jewish 
Appeal and other Jewish causes, 
and there seems to be a great 
conspiracy to accept the mini- 
mum as the sole evidence of 
Hollywood’s ties to Judaism, a 
conspiracy in which all Jewish 
leaders from the rabbis on seem 
to be joined. 

So I detailed one of our col- 
umnists to secure me a series of 
interviews with the leading Jew- 
ish stars, showing not their ar- 
tistic accomplishments which 
most of our readers know well, 
but their contacts and connect- 
ion with Jewish causes and Ju- 
daism. The first interview was 
with Morris Carnofsky. It told 
about the Jewish roles Mr. Car- 
nofsky portrayed in his career, 
and about this and that achieve- 
ment on the screen and stage. So 
when I sent it back with some 
questions such as what congre- 
gation does Mr. Carnofsky be- 
long to, what does he think about 
Zionism, does he attend services, 
I got the iron curtain again. Why 
it would be impossible to speak 
about such thing, Mr. Carnofsky 
a good Jew (which he actually 
may be) but at present is not a 
member of any congregation! And 
that is true of most of the stars, 
etc., and our columnist, would be 
ostracised, not if the answers to 
my questions were answered, but 
if he dared just to ask the ques- 
tions. 

Now I know that what is true 
of Hollywood’s Jews is true of 
Jews in Indianapolis or New 
York. They no longer attend 
services, However, I believe most 
leading Jews in other places are 
members of congregations. Their 
connecting link with Judaism is 
through philanthropy. But that 
doesn’t mean that our religious 
leaders can not set up on their 
hind legs and begin to squawk. 
At least they would not be ac- 
quiescing in an intolerable situ- 
ation, and they would have the 
satisfaction of knowing that they 
possessed courage, although it 
might be only shortly after that 
that they no longer possessed 
pulpits. 

I think Hollywood’s Jews are 
in a vulnerable spot, and more 
likely to yield to clamor from 
the Jewish public. One of these

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Need A Sane AititudeToward Intermarriage 


HERE has been a great sort of masochis- 
tic pleasure afforded Jewish editorial 
writers (a canned editorial on this subject was 
more widely printed in our GREAT Anglo-Jew- 
ish press than almost any other) by the notor- 
ious case of the fourteen Jewish GIs who re- 
quested permission from Chaplain Abramowitz 
to marry German frauleins. 

Because of the canned editorial evil, no one 
came up with any realistic comment. The 
canned editorial raised its hands high and 
shouted “gevalt” and in California or Texas or 
the Midwest or Boston, the local Jewish paper 
raised its hand high and shouted “gavalt.” 

But it took The Congress Bulletin (organ of 
the American Jewish Congress) to begin to 
analyse the situation and to appraise it. What 
about the families of these Jewish boys? The 
Bulletin asks. “Are these families absolved 
from the frightening Jewish indifference of 
their sons?” 

The survey of the Jacksonville (Fla.) Jewish 
community reported in last week’s Post in 
which it was shown that intermarriages by ac- 
tual count already involve one out of every ten 
Jewish families, did not indicate whether the 
intermarried party came from a Reform or an 
Orthodox home, which is unfortunate; but the 
chances are that intermarriages are just as nu- 
merous if not more so in Orthodox homes as in 
Reform homes. 

If this is true, then either Jewish family life 
of all kind is no guarantee against intermar- 
riage, or outside causes are responsible in large 
part. Then it becomes urgent that the Jewish 


group adopt an intelligent attitude toward inter. 
marriage. It may be easy to say to the Jewish 
young men and women who have intermarried, 
you have made your bed, you are no longer 
welcome in the Jewish group, go your own 
way. But The Post can recall the president of 
the Conservative Congregatoin Sisterhood who 
was Catholic. Later when she moved to another 
community, she became president of the Sis- 
terhood there also. And this is not an isolated 
case. Any rabbi can tell you of members of his 
congregation whose non-Jewish wives are 
among the most observant. 

Many factors play their part in intermar- 
riage. The sooner Jewish life in the United 
States becomes normalized and positive, the 
sooner intermarriages will decrease. Discour- 
age those about to be intermarried, yes, 
but disown them, no. There is even Biblical 
support for this position. 


Chaplain Abramowitz’s decision will be ap- 
plauded by everyone. The Jewish GIs will un- 
derstand better when they return to the United 
States the implication of their request. If, at 
that time, they still wish to marry their frau- 
leins, it would be useless to oppose them. 


What is needed then is more understanding 
of the problem. A thesis written at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago seems to be the only scien- 
tific investigation ever made in the United 
States, and it is some years old. It seems 
strange that more study of this very important 
problem has not been made by our religious 
bodies. 


A Jewish Government-In-Exile Now 


T must be obvious to any unbiased observer 

that the series of defeats of the Zionists 

have not abated since the change in leadership 
at the recent World Zionist Congress. 

It is just as obvious.that although Chaim 
Weizmann was deposed because of his “re- 
fusal” to adopt a militant stand against the 
British government, the present leadership has 
done aught but follow Weizmann’s policies. 

In other words now that the Z.O.A. claims 
control over World Zionism, it must accept re- 
sponsibilities for the present low estate of the 
Zionist, position. 

Those of us who have supported Rabbi Sil- 
ver’s rise to leadership, want him to begin to 
lead. As it is Britain has continued to exercise 
the political initiative, and this refusal to act 
makes the Zionists nothing more than a punch- 
ing bag. 

The leadership now meeting in Jerusalem 
might consider seriously at this point the proc- 
lamation of a Jewish government-in-exile. For 


the non-Jews this would simplify the position 
of the Zionists and in addition would make the 
approach to the United Nations more direct. 
For winning public opinion, this bold move 
would have no equal. 

At present, the principal Zionist policy is to 
fill the Mediterranean basin so full of Jews 
that England’s embarrassment will force her 
to yield. This makes good reading, but the DPs 
haven’t moved Mr. Bevin, nor did the concentra- 
tion camps persuade England to abolish the 
White Paper. 


What the Zionists do between now and 
the decision of the United Nations on Palestine 
may determine the fate of Eretz. Bold meas- 
ures, bold decisions are necessary if the Zion- 
ists are not to continue on the defensive. 


Now is the time for Rabbi Silver to show 
his ability as a leader and begin to lead or else 
convince us that the executive has refused to 
adopt his policies.

Overemphasizing Guarantees In Peace Treaties 


GREAT commotion has been made by our 

national Jewish agencies, especially the 
American Jewish Conference, the American 
and World Jewish Congress and the American 
Jewish Committee about their success in con- 
nection with safeguards to Jews in the peace 
treaties, ; 

In a recent World Jewish Congress press 
release the following appeared over the name 
of Dr. A. Leon Kubowitzki, that organization’s 
Secretary General: “World Jewry, through the 
World Jewish Congress, demands that peace 
treaties recognize that the manner in which 
a government treats its minorities is not purely 
a domestic affair.” 

Notice that Dr. Kubowitzki’s statement 
limits these safeguards to those nations who 
were defeated in World War II. 

Readers may recall that during World War 
II, there was general acceptance among Jew- 
ish bodies that no longer would any nation be 
free, as Germany was, to persecute its mi- 
norities, and that one of the prerequisites for 
world peace was the recognition of the fact 
that national sovereigney no longer meant li- 
cense to persecute its minorities. 

Recently at the Joint Defense Appeal con- 
ference in St. Louis, Dr. John Slawson of the 
American Jewish Committee said that the Rus- 


sian government could take any form it places. 
That means that a nation can without outside 
interference set up a dictatorship comparable 
to that of the Nazis. 


Now both Dr. Kubowitzki and Dr. Slawson 
are just being realists, They are going as 
far as they realize we can go. 

The point The Post makes is that the safe- 
guards the Jewish groups seem to be instru- 
mental in having incorporated in-~ the. treaties 
with the defeated nations, although signifi- 
cant, are really not too important. Our na- 
tional organizations should not try to overem- 
phasize their importance to Jews because there- 
by they lull us into a sense of false security. 

The chances are that even the defeated na- 
tions will be able to ignore the guarantees to 
minorities, just as many of these same na- 
tions did after World War I. 


The real kernel of the situation is in the + 


United Nations. When that body could not 
guarantee minorities anywhere its protection, 
because of the outworn theory of national 
sovereignty, right then and there the Jewish 
cause suffered a real defeat.

In World War 
I Arab leaders fought with Ger- 
many against the United States, 
Great Britain, even as they were 
without exception during the war 
meninst onnanne either “neutral” 


at least six independent 
states, do the Arabs require yet 
another Arab land? Is it just to 
create out of the one small land 
promised by international law to 
the Jewish people yet another 
Arab state,while the Jews lack 
even one national homeland? 
How tragically fitting is the par- 
able in II Samuel 12:1-6. 

That in Palestine the future of 
mankind is being decided is be- 
yond doubt. But the decision de- 
mands a Jewish state. If the 
Jews do not obtain Palestine as 
a homeland, if instead it becomes 
another Arab state under British 
domination, then mankind should 
promptly begin preparations for 
a third world war which will 
mark the doom of civilization. 
What really precludes justice to 
the oppressed and homeless Jews 
is not the Arab problem, but oil. 
And the rivalry over oil in the 
Middle East constitutes the pre- 
lude to a third World War. 

In fairness, I trust that you 
will print this brief reply to an 
exceedingly lengthy and malic- 
ious attack on the Jewish people, 
and on Jewish Palestine.

The Hebrew word 
for holiday is “chag,” and this 
word originally meant “dance.” 

THE BIBLE says “David 
danced before the Lord.” On the 
pilgrimages to Jerusalem from 
all parts of Palestine it was the 
custom for the marchers to 
dance. 

When the Jews crossed the 
Red Sea, the Bible tells us Mir- 
iam went out with the women in 
joyous dancing. When Saul came 
back a victor in his battles, the
